"I wouldn't propose that sec- 


tion if it were to be under my 
jurisdiction," Goddard said, ex- 
pressing doubts about the effect 
of such a penalty as a deterrent. 
Administration law enforcement 
officials said it would help them 
crack down on use of the hallu- 
cinogens and other dangerous 
drugs.

1.6 million high school and 
300,000 college students use the 
hallucinogen. 


"How can we imprison 19 


million students in the United 
States?" Carter asked.

Carter appeared to be in a mi- 


nority in opposing the adminis- 
tration proposal to make LSD 
possession a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by up to one year in 
prison.

Stiffer Penalties

Innovation in Local Government 


One of the meaningful and hopeful 


trends of the times is the growing volume 
of serious discussion in this state, and in 
the country as a whole, about the improve- 
ment of the structure of local government, 
which for the most part has remained static 
for half a century. 


A series of national commissions has 


issued imaginative and constructive re- 
ports. Here in Wisconsin the Tarr commis- 
sion was created by the legislature with the 
motivation, perhaps, of deferring a decision 
on the pressure of municipalities for more 
state assistance, without much regard to 
the adequacy or lack thereof of the local 
government machinery. But Chairman Cur- 
tis Tarr has shown that he is taking 
seriously the second part of the legisla- 
ture's mandate — which was to examine in 
the spirit of constructive criticism the 
framework of local government operations 
devised long ago, for the circumstances of 
today and the new needs emerging on 
every hand. 


The task won't be an easy one. There is 


a powerful inertia involved in many sectors 
of the local government establishment, 
although we hasten to say that in Wisconsin 
we have also found some candid self-critics 
within it. It is encouraging, for example, to 
have the current edition of The Muni- 
cipality, organ of the League of Wiscon- 
sin Municipalities, feature a hard-hitting 
essay by John Garvey. deputy director of 
the National League of Cities, about the 
need for municipal leaders in all categories 
to be more creative, adventuresome and 
imaginative in adapting their public service 


arrangements to the conditions of the late 
20th century. 


"While the willingness to innovate has 


been the taproot of free enterprise, the 
unwillingness to innovate has symbolized 
local government," is an example of Mr. 
Garvey's boldly challenging thesis. 


Or again: 
"There is no municipality in the United 


States that does not cry out for improve- 
ment." 


And yet again: 
"Maybe if we had a built-in obsoles- 


cence factor in government, it would cause 
automatic reevaluation of outdated laws 
and practices, and better help us re-allocate 
resources to new needs." 


Our own view is that we in Wisconsin 


stand on the threshold of vitally important 
changes in traditional concepts of local 
government, not only for the improvement 
of performance, but for the more effective 
disposition of increasingly strained 
tax 


resources and the equitable distribution of 
the tax burden. Is there anybody who will 
seriously argue that there is any excuse for 
the existence of a town of a few hundred 
persons? Yet scores of them exist. Is there 
any doubt that the simplest and fairest 
method 
of managing the 
problem of 


suburban use of municipal services without 
tax liability is to enlarge the scope of the 
responsibility of urban counties? We have 
made some progress, as in equalizing high 
school tax budget burdens, vocational and 
technical school taxation, perhaps the most 
noteworthy recent examples. The next 
decade will bring more, if only under the 
pressure of harsh, unanswerable fiscal 
necessity. 


Worst Weapons Held in Restraint 


A group of American scientists, includ- 


ing more than a hundred members of the 
prestigious National Academy of Scientists, 
have signed a petition asking for 
a 


thorough review of the American use of 
chemicals in Vietnam. It's a tough problem. 


The use of any kind of gas which affects 


humans has been under a shadow growing 
from the use in World War I of mustard 
gas. Despite the more refined horrors of 
World War II, no nation used any type of 
gas although it was available and really 
could not be defended against. The Chemi- 
cal Warfare Center in Maryland undoubt- 
edly has a wide variety of chemicals which 
could be used in Vietnam. But charges of 
germ warfare still echo from Korea. 


In a sense, the use of gas, particularly 


against a civilian population, could be 
considered a kindness if it only brings 
tears, nausea or temporary 
confusion. 


There would be no need to blast huts or 
napalm villages if reluctant and bewildered 
peasants could be induced through the use 
of a harmless gas to surrender. CS, tear- 
producer, has been used by American 
troops in Vietnam especially to rout out 
Viet Cong or suspected sympathizers from 
underground caves. 


The opponents of even such relatively 


mild forms of weapon point out that those 
affected are also far easier to shoot down if 
the gas users have no compunction about 
killing the defenseless. 


But there also is concern about the use 


of 
chemicals to destroy crops. When 


Senator Barry Goldwater suggested "defo- 
liation", there were shocked reactions 


around the country — but that is exactly 
what has been United States policy in the 
last year. Three classes of herbicides are 
being used, one much like a commercial 
weed killer, another which contains pilor- 
am which does not break down readily into 
the soil and so has a more lasting damaging 
effect, and a third containing cacodylic 
acid. Arthur Glaston, professor of biology 
at Yale University and President of the 
Botanical Society of America warns, not 
about destroying crops of rice but about 
what may be the lasting effects. "When we 
intervene in the ecology of a region on a 
massive scale, we may set in motion an 
irreversible chain of events which would 
continue to affect the agriculture and 
wildlife of the area — and therefore the 
people — long after the war is ended." We 
already know what upsets in ecology are 
meaning to our lakes and rivers. 


The Pentagon has argued that 
the 


ecology is not being upset that much and 
that the chemicals we are using in Vietnam 
do not violate the 1925 Geneva Convention 
against 
chemical-biological warfare, al- 


though the United States never signed the 
convention. 


The development of chemicals for use 


in the destruction of crops or of people is 
one more indication that the technical 
world has far outstripped the intellectual 
in the matter of war. While men fight and 
die in Vietnam, the 
most 
dangerous 


weapons are not committed to battle 
because of the very real fear that they 
could one way or another bring the world 
to an end. 


Moves Gef Richer - Poor Get Poorer 


Despite the concern over the plight of 


the millions of people in underdeveloped 
countries, massive amounts of foreign aid, 
especially from the United States, and 
serious efforts of officials of the World 
Bank to find ways of making capital 
available, the gap between the rich and the 
poor nations continues to widen. 


George Woods, who leaves the presi- 


dency of the World Bank to Robert 
McNamara next month, pointed out that 
the gap should be of the greatest concern 
to the richer nations and that tremendous 
efforts must be made "if we are to prevent 
an intolerable economic and political fis- 
sion of the world." Obviously, a threat to 
world peace exists when millions of people 
do not have the advantages that others 
possess — especially in this century when 
the deprived know about it. The open door 
to the promises of the Communists is also 
obvious. 


There seem to be two major causes for 


the continuing divergence between the rich 
and the poor. The one was emphasized 
recently by Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and has been warned about by population 
experts for more than a decade. As health 
conditions have improved in the poorer 
countries, the continued high birth rate 
znd the drop in infant mortality means a 
population growth that seldom is matched 
in gross national 
product. As Woods 


pointed out, by the year 2000, Brazil will 
have as many people as the United States 
and the Philippines will be more populous 
than any country of Western Europe. The 
growth in population in India and several 
other Latin American countries is tremen- 
dous but the standards of living are 
slipping badly. 


The second major cause of the diver- 


gence seems to be inadequate capital and 
the minute of whit capital there is.

Indonesia used their funds for show case 
buildings or air lines or to try to copy the 
industrial might of the developed nations. 


But their real need was to improve their 


agricultural output and the realization has 
belatedly come to some leaders. In some 
Asian, African and Latin American coun- 
tries the new emphasis is on fertilizer, new 
grain strains and land reform programs 
which have a political if not always an 
economic benefit. But poor leadership 
among peoples who have had backward 
educational systems also has meant corrup- 
tion and the poor use of human and natural 
resources. 


All the blame cannot be placed on the 


developing countries, however. Woods feels 
that some foreign aid has been arranged 
more to find markets for exports from the

regimes than to attack the basic problems 
of the underdeveloped nations. Part of the 
problem may be trying to fit programs and 
policies that work in one country to 
another. "Development assistance . . . must 
show a much greater skepticism about the 
extent to which the technology of the high 
income countries can simply be transferred 
lo the underdeveloped. . . . It is already 
evident that political institutions undergo a 
change when they travel from the countries 
which gave them birth. It may well be that 
forms of industrial and social organization, 
likewise, are not so transferable as we now 
suppose." 


Aid programs often have been exped- 


ient and treated only symptoms despite the 
best of intentions. And one result is that 
trade among the developed countries has 
grown much faster than with the underde- 
veloped. 


Birth control, more imaginative foreign 


aid, the development of hard-headed and 
understanding local leaders are all needed 
in great quantity Time is running out.

Our heavily armed 
police 


force hasn't been able to cut 


the crime rate; on the con- 
trary, almost all categories of 
crime have skyrocketed in the 
last decade, and a gun in the 
hands of a hoodlum has be- 
come the rule far more than 
the exception. Nor will "gun 
laws" of any kind inhibit the 
professional c r i m i n a l who, 
knowing that the police are 
still armed, with continue to 
feel the need to fight gun-fire 
with gun-fire. 


There is no reason to believe 


that British criminals are any 
more kind or considerate or 
forbearing 
than 
our native 


species; crooks are crooks the 
world around, and will do 
whatever needs to be done to 
make a score. British crimi- 
nals don't carry guns for the 
good and simple reason that 
thry aren't afraid of being 
gunned down by cops. Both 
they and the cops are grateful 
for this mutual common sense. 


Actually, America is rapidly 


moving in the opposite direc- 
tion: Our fear of crime is so 
great and obsessive that we 
would like the police to be 
even more repressive — not 
realizing that, like a war, this 
will only bring further escala- 
tion of the criminal arms race. 
The only way to check crime 
is by a system of jurispru- 
dence that

swift, 
fair, 


certain, 
and 
impervious 
to 


political influence.
